not 'h° "meaning and intention quieted 
tho apprchonsions of most of thoso pre- 
Bout, and tho resolution waB accordingly 
oarried. Tho opinion of tho meeting 
was very unanimous in favor of making 
every, legitimate eilort to havo tho tcr- 
' minus al Esquimalt ; bat there was 
considerable difference of opinion as to 
the result of the present movement, 
• runny persona believing tho whole 
BriuLtion to bo illtimod, if not fraught 
with danger to the very oauso it aims 
at promojpg. Others, however, appear 
to think thut BO long as these questions 
aro not mado a sine qua non of Loufed- 
eraiion, but moroly put in the form ot 
recommendations, tho agitation will bo 
. harmless. For ourselves wo cannot bat 
think that too position taken by tho 
Hon Dr Holme-ken is the Uao one, and

THE TEiUUNUS.NOr TO HE THE SINK QUA ROM. 

St Nicholas Hall wua filled with a large 
and respectable audiencu iuat eveuiug, con 
voncd ai the call of tho M iy or His Wor- 
ship stated that the meeting would take 
into consideration the propriety ot haviiij; 
a railway from lisqiuirialt to Nan.iiaio 
as a part ot tho TrunecoiiLiucnlul road run- 
Diug East. The preliminary meeting bel.J 
the other day had been of opinion tea', a 
iailroad ought to be built to tap the trade ol 
the overland roud. Tub small outlay ol 
3,000 000 laid out in Vaucouver Island would 
not nflacl bo great a eompuny an tho ouo tbai 
Tvould undertake lo build the overland road 
If we attempt to oppose Confederation wo 
ab.ou.ld be like a lot of Mrs Perlinstooa— 
the great wave cf Confederation would swal- 
low na np. His Worship oontioued at nome 
length to skotob the advantages— defensive 
.and oorameroial— of a road on the island 

.Mr Farrou— Why didn't you say no ba- 

' OI Tbe Mayor— There must bo a fool and 
a blackguard iu every mneiing. 

Mr Farron— Well, the lool'a there and the 
blackguard's here. (Cries of, put him oat.) 

The Major appealed for order, which Da* 
ing restored, be went ou to say tt at if San 
Joaa Island were ceded to tbo Americans 
it would bo imposr-iblc for a, Jiri 'idb ship to 
-reach tbe mainland. If this country were 
left out in the cold with respect to the ter- 
i minus it would be fnt-il lo the island. 

Mr Farrou— Is the Mayor koiuh W niake 
a political speech, or is ho going to open the 
meeting f 

The Mayor— If we ask for a railroad ou 
tbe island we shall get it to Nanaimo and 
fast steamers can ran from Nunaimo to Bor- 
rard Inlet in two hours, and then Confederal 
tton will do good. 

Mr Niobolson— Will you staud, Ur Tum- 
ble, for the Council? 

Dr Trimble— No I won't ; 
poliiiof. 

The Mayor— A resolution was passed tl 
4 prelimiuiary meeting. 

A voice— That was a dirty maotiog.

Mr DeCosmos was then called on to otter 
the rejolution, which was as follows: 

That iu tbo opinion of this meeting a railway ongnt to 
DecoStruomd between Victoria and iJanalmo aa part of 
tbe Tr»n*qontuienUl Hallway 

Mr DeOoamos jaid lha people should be con- 
vinced by the able speech of tho Mayor that 
a railway to Nauitimo ought to Do built. 
A voice— If possible. 

J/r DoCosmoa— We don't allow any <ifs' ia 
■ our rail wav dictionary. We had been fortu- 
nate enough to secure tho guarantee of a 
railwny to connect the Pacific with the rail- 
way system of Canada. Vancouver Island, 
being two-thirds of the wealth and popula- 
tion ef British Columbia ought to hava a 
voice in saying where tho terminus shall t>8. 
With the terminus oltewhere thau ou tho Is- 
land every property-holder would be injured. 
He asked if tho people of Victoria would be 
content to have the terminus on tho mainland 
vrhen it would Injurs their pockets. With a 
railway between Esquima.lt and Nanaimo, Vic- 
toria's commercal supremacy would be as- 
sured. But if tho road stopped at Ittirrard 
Inlot all the trade would go by out doors. 1 he 
speaker complimented the Delegates on har- 
isg secured the railway. The Terms wore 
not final. They were not closed. One of the 
Delegates even had stated in Ins address that 
there was 'an atom of hope that tho lerms 
might b» "mended in respect to the ianll. He 
(Mt DeOoamos) was opposed to tearing this 
road to engineer.. Let tho people say that 
they would have first, last and all tho time, a 
railway connection with tbo trans-continental 
road and the Victoriau who was opposed to 
it was a traitor to the boa Interests of the 
country. , 

Mr James Fellxame forward to second the 
resolution, lie had boon an opponent of Con. 
federation and could not say he was even now 
a lover of it, but as everyone said wo ought 
to have it ho supposed ho should have to go 
ia for it. We wure bound to hare a railway 
through' this extensive country within 8 or 10 
years and it may bu advantageous to us to go 
into Confederation. Canada was as anxious 
to have us go in aa ire were to get in. Canada 
had oven given us more than we asked for. It 
was for tho peoplo to say now whether they 
would accept the Terms or not, and if possfbla 
put In a stipulation to hava a railroad built 
from Bsquitnalt to Nanaimo. Bsquitnalt was 
one of the finest harbors on tho Pacific coast 
and if this country was to be anything the 
railway must bo brougat to Ksquimalt. 

Hon Dr Helmcken said ho theugbt bo might 
claim to havo soma interest in Vancou- 
ver Island and would do all be could lo 
advocate her intents. At the same time if 
we join Canada we mast take part of her bur- 
dens, too. Tho discussion had taken a wrong 
turu,' and tbo feeling scorned to bo thai the 
Terminus would be at Hurraid Inlet. Ho de- 
nied thai there was an) thing in the I onus to 
warrant tho statement that tho Termipus 
would bo Burrard Inlot.. Ho would taka the 
Terms as they stand— having agreed to them 
lie , Mild Btand by them. Tho public had no 
right to assumo that too resolution ruferrad to 
Burrsrd Inlet, but to Vancouver Island, [great 
applause"]. The Terms said the seaboard of 
the Pacific would be tho Terminus. Van. 
eouver Island is tho seaboard und no other 
place— it nionns that and will be taken for 
nothing else, [prolonged cheering]. 

Dr DeCosmos — The dictionary don't say 
hot. 

Dr Helmcken— The dictionary says tho sea- 
board is that portion bordering on tho Boa. 
Whets' J said Hie a, -anward I put that construct- 
ion on it, and that I intend to abide by. Tlie 
seaboard of British Columbia and Vancouver 
island arn identical, and tho sooner wo take 
that stand the bettor. 

Voice- Would you take the seaboard and 
tiring it to British Columbia t I 



Dr Helmcken— Thitr is British Columbia. 
(Luugbter.) By taking tho stand that ihe 
eenboard ia noywhore else than Vancouver 
iBlaud you aro ruining your casi. There is 
a seaboard of tbo Mainland, but it in at Ben* 
tinck Arm. The resolution was left iudefl- 
nite that sectional differences might not 
be aroused, and beennsu it wan impos- 
sible to fix the site of tbe terminus- If 
Ksquimalt and Victoria had buuu slated 
there would have been ceotional dil- 
lerencea aroused, and mediu^ held 
elsewhnro to scratch it out aud eubsii- 
tute soim whoro else. It was absolutely ne- 
cessary for the interests of the Dominion 
that the railway should terminate at Victoria, 
because if it terminated at Burrurd Inlet it 
would be prHOttcnlly ueelefiH for oommercinl 
purposes. We had no right to talk of 
steamers to conneutgwith tho ra lroad. There 
was not a company in England that would 
not build the Nanaimo road lor 20 miles of 
lurid on either side of it — all tins coal lands 
and forest lands, and nearly the whole In- 
land. Tbe audience was called on to scout 
tho idea that tho road wonld end at Bur» 
rurd Inlet. Tho Terms mean Vancouver Is- 
land. You say the road cau'l ocma here, 
| Mr DeUosmos— No. | Then why do you 
talk of fer.ies, aud two hours to cross the 
Gulf? The Terms meun ove.-y thing; wo 
want, and wo needn't care a button whijlhor 
the ru'lwuy goes to Barclay or Noolka Sound. 
Tho {. -pie must bu united on the consiruo- 
tiou that the Terms mean Vancouver Ihlaml. 
[Hoar.) The Terms were opun. The peo- 
ple were not bound by thorn. The Dult-»ateB 
wore in a measure bound j but it was the 
Canadian Government ih.it was hound firm- 
ly, aud the people should be o.stej'ul bow 
they opened tho Terms and lot the Oaoedian 
Government out ol their bargain. If tbo 
Pernio wero opened on this question they 
would bo opened on others, and every bcc- 
tios would have a proposition to make. In 
roply to a quesliou by Mr Gowen, Dr 
Helmcken said Ibe Terms said tho seaboard 
on the Pacific and meant Vnnouuver Is* 
laod. The insertion ol this resolution mount 
the railway to Nanaimo or no Confederation. 
Did tbe mooting fiink ihe country would 
support nny person who put this lorward us 
the sine qua noh ot Confederation ? [Cries oi 
No. | 

A voico — Whore's your ground — at E?qti- 
ttftlH 

Dr Helmcken— Yes, and that's why I'm 
supporiiog those Terms. (Applauaej We 
must allow no oiher construction lo bu placed 
on this Term— it meaus nothing eUe and it 
Bhoold be taken for nothing else. (Piolong- 
ed cheers ) 

MrJ W Carey asked if the peoplo were 
prepared to open up thos i Terms. If they 
were, the whole Terms lull to tho ground and 
three other delegates wonld have to be sent 
to O. tana. There wua a pjlitical trick be- 
niud this resolution. The peoplo should not 
bo misled. TI'O Terms said a road muat be 
built from the seaboard lo tbe Rocky Mount- 
ains. Was Johnson's tiiraits the sea ? 
(Cheers). Caua-ia had given us more than 
wo asked. Now political domugogues wunt 
more. So long as the Terms wera beneficial 
we ought to be satisfied wjtb ihsm. 1 bey are 
before us for ratification — not for amend- 
ment. If they nra amended they fall to the 
grsund. Don't be gulled by political dema- 
gogues. Now or never ia tbe lime to get 
union on good terms. S3.00UCOO would 
uever deter Canada from building this road. 
The very last paragraph in the Terms is that 
tho Canadians will aoeept you on th-iae 
torms. Dou't amend (hem; but accept the 
Terms as a whole. After a few other re- 

ired 



resolution as tending to retard Confederation 
Ho did not coueider it us euoh nod would 
not support it if he did. 

Mr C B Brown suid capitalists were not 
going to build a toad out of tho direct line 
of trado. Did the Canadians think we wore 
going to Bwallow down thn«e Terms. If 
they di t thoy must think wc were a sot of 
gooses! [Great laughter ] He wonld , not 
vote for any man who would say tbat he 
would not vote for Esquimau for tho Ter- 
minus. If the road did not come to Erqninoult 
Victoria would he us dead as a doornail. 

The Mayor Ihun put Ihe resolution ;and 
ryder. which were curried almost uuuni- 
mously. 

Dr Tolmis said the queslion of the llco; ol 
railway would have (o be decided by oom- 
polent survey; but there was do queslion as 
to the desirability ol Esquimau us tbe tor- 
minus of the railway. tVe had better be 
suro end uncertain what dio ' seabo.trd ' 
nioaDs. Dr Tolmio then moved the follow* 
ing:- 

HEflOI.VKn— That allhougU wo aro, ou tho whole,; woll 
HMiMk-'-! with tho liberal spirit evinced in tab Terinsof 
Coufftderallon ai proposed by thu Dominion Government, 
and while we blgbly appreciate the advantages ot] uur 
rormiagpart of the BfttiBh nation to extend from -ocean 
cd'ocetulVlt ib In tbe opinion of this nicelug moat 
de»|r«ble, ia onior permanently to settle so Important a 
ijncHtlou, that the location of Hie terminus of Uio Cana- 
dian Traiiramtincn ,il Hallway ou thu .seaboard of Url- 
li-ia Columbia In Una connection the coast of Vancouver 
laland should lie noon and Ooklly determined upon. 

That the well sheltered h.irbor ot" Esquimau, easily 
accessible us it is at all stasuns by day or night, with 
ItSainsurpassed anchorage, pvoxlmity to the ocean as 
well as to the dittos'. t-« and valuable coalfields of Van- 
( ouver Inland, and alse.as bolqg.tha ataiioti for Her 
Majesty 'a lioet in tho North I'aoilio, baa pre-eminent end 
Indisputable Superiority over any other point in the 
Colony as the Bite for the Western Terminus of tha Hri - 
tiili North American Traaaoontlnontal Ilauway, anil 
tnat railway being an Imporla' "eta well as a Colonial 
liteosaity, Kaqiihhalt should uuqucBtioaahly and d,; i- 
uLely bo fixed npn a an tho turiiiniiia of this e.-.-at, under-

That omr reprb'sbntatltoj fn tlio Logjilatlve Opti-.iil 
be liutrueted m urae the auoptioii of the views oi in a 
meeiiug as part ot the Terms ot Qcntederalion, 

ill moving the resolution, tho doctor snid 
bo was not disposed to rolard Conlednration 
mid did not urg,o the resolutiOD as a tine' qua 
non. 

Mr J G Norris had groat pleosnro in ac- 
cepting this resolution and shortly reviewed 
tbe work of ihe Yale Convention and tho 
progress the great quesliou of Confederation 
had made in ihe pust two years. 

Mr Seelyo rose to correct a otr.temenfc of 
Mr DeCosmos with respect to the terminus 
of tho Intercolonial railway — that Nova 
daotia etipoiuted tbat Hulilax should be 
made the terminu9 of the Intercolonial Rail- 
way. There was a road 100 miles long in 
tunning order before Confederation was ao- 
oniplished. 

Great coufn^ioo hero ensued. The resolu- 
tion wis shown to hava btun origiually two, 
audtlore were sbouls of 'trick' aud 'Iraud' 
from ;he audience. 

Mr Pluuimer oioved that the last sentonoe 
of the resolution be expunged. 
.Mr Maodoo Id ooconded. 
Dr Tolmio ugaiu said that the resoln'.iou 
did not urge tbe terminus ns 
of Confederation. 

Dr Heluieken said ha feared that if the 
Victoria membars proposed Esquimalt os the 

Bur- 



Mr Nathan was called for and a'luded li 
his inexperience as a public speaker, and ad 
dedibatho would use uvery exertion to bring 
the railway to Bsquitnalt; but ho would not 
iiupiril Confederation. It bad been said that 
Victoria would steadily decline without the 
Terminus, lfts answer was that half Rj loaf 
was bettor than no bread. N'o part of British 
Columbia could bo benefitted without Victoria 
being benefitted, and oven without tho Turmis 
mis Victoria would derive advantage from 
Confederation. He would do it'l he could tc 
bring tho Terminus here; but he could not 
endorse tho No Terminus, Xo Confederation 
doctrino. 

Mr Itobson said that tho agitation at Ibis 
timo was very unfortunate and might be serious 
Three of the previous speakers had bandied 
the subject with much ability. 

Voice — How are you ou Bunstar ? 

Mr Robsoa — 1 may say I'm htavy on Bun 
ater. [laughter.] Hoendo.sed the remarks of 
D- Helmcken, who w: s in a position to know 
more ol Canadian sentiment than anyone else. 
The doctor bad decidedly tho best o,' the sea- 
board pa.-t of tbo argument. The agitation 
Wrt3 calculated to do no possiblu good, and 
might Jo harm. The rejolution was an syj 
(ience of the weakness of tho cause of the peo- 
plo of Vancouver Island— that they had doubts 
a: to the practicability of brin-{inj; tho railway 
to Vic.oria. Tho to.-minus cry had tha effect 
of creating njit.-itiun in different localities ou 
the Mainland. The Terms brought back wero 
Specially good — hotter than lhe> colony had 
any right to expect or hi3 hon. friend (Mr Do- 
Cjsmori) biul ventured to propose. If the 
pooplo of Hri ti (ill Colombia should quarrel 
over tho Terms the Canadian tVoverumtut 
might recede from Iho bargain and wo mi^ht 
never got as good torms again. That 
Canada was jo oagor to gel British Columbia 
was a mistake. Canada could woll afford to 
wait until British Columbia came in on terms 
lo suit the Dominion. Newfoundland and 
Prlooe Edward Island had rejected th<> terras 
they wero ollered, and thoy wero now oat In 
the cold. • , • 

Mr Farron continuing his interruptions, tho 
Mayor threatened to havo him removed. 

Mr Robson~[f we squabble ovor tho Terms 
nnd tho Canadian Government wore released 
from their bargain, it would involve fresh no-, 
gotiationa and at lonsl a year's delay. The 
man who said it wits necessary to petition 
Canada to got tho terminus at EsqTimttlt, oc- 
cupied a position ho would not like to occupy. 
The interests of tho Dominion called for tho 
Terminus to ho lixod at thu best port joiiiug 
furthest into tbo Pacific Ocean, aud every Van- 
couver Islander would vote to make tho Term* I 
inus at Ksquimalt if it wero possible to do it. 
No doubts should be expressed ns to tho rail- 
way coming 'o the lelaud. O.io gentleman 
hud said that if the railroad does not tiotna lo 
Esquimalt Victoria would become a lulling 
village. Willi ilin graving dock, semi- 
monthly stcatn communication with San Fran- 
cisco, sen) l« weekly communication with the 
Sound and thu capital, Confederation would 
lift Victoria from ft sickly, drooping thing to

Mr Barsard has represented the 
Yali-Lyllon District during threo sessions 
and has reudced good servioo lo the cause 
of reform. He has trindo his mark ns a lo 
gislator of no littlo ability mid promise, und 
rotireineut at this critical juncture ol tho 
colony's history ia greatly so be regretted 
We could have wished ospecially to see him 
in the now Council, so tbat ho might share 
in tho completion of the great scheme ol 
Confederation — a eohouie iu which be has 
tokan such an earnest acd pi eminent part 
from tho fir :l. As a Covorntnetit contractor 
Mr Barnard woul I, however, have occupied 
a somewhat unomalouo pcaiiiou nuder tbo 
new Constitution, although he would have 
had a clear right to retain his seat for one 
month, wbich wouli doubtless hava been 
suffioient to dispose of Confederation. He 
Diva taken ti ia decision, however, and Mr 
Cornwall will, in all probability, t)a elected 
without opposition, as Mr Barnard would to 
doubt have beau. V«'e assume from ihe sim- 
ple lact of Mr Baruard having retired in 
lavor of Mr Cornwall tbat the latter gentle- 
man ia right upon the great issues, viz, Con- 
ledetation, Responsible Government and tho 
Cuuadian far 3. Should he take the right 
stand upon these nnd other important mea- 
suies which may aiise, Mr Cornwall will 
ucdoubledly p-ove a valuable acquisition lo 
the Legislative Council, as be is a gontlcoiun 
nj goad ability and a lorcible and interesting 
debater.

[,airrence. In India Lord Mi ~o quite justified 
the high opinion which had been formed of 
lii« administrative ability : but, like his prede- 
essor he fell before that trying and unhealthy 
elimate:
